HARNESSING THE TIDES. 


One- liiHtnnce In Which the Power 


Hai Been Stifcessfally Applied. 
Various plans have been suggested at 


different times for the utilization of 
the energy developed by the rise and 
fall of the tides, but the intermittent 
character of the power has usually pre- 
vented any satisfactory solution of the 
problem. There is, however, one in- 
stance in which tide power has been 
quite successfully applied in a very sim- 
ple manner. Along the river front at 
Liverpool there is a tendency for the 
accumulation of silt against the dock 
walls, requiring occasional 
dredging 


for its removal. Instead of using scoop 
dredges, this mud is removed at dif- 
ferent periods fjy the use oi' tide power 
in the following manner: 
Along' the 


base of the dock wall is laid a. pipe, per- 
orated with holes, directed outward, 
his pipe being connected with the iu- 
crior of the dock system, and suitable 
-alves being provided to permit 
or 


check the fiow of water. 
^Yhen the 


ide is very low, and consequently the 
lead of. water measured from the sur- 
face in the docks is at. its greatest, a 
sudden opening of the connection per- 
mits 'u inipid flushing action by the 
water escaping through the holes in the 
pipe at the bate of the walls, scouring 
out the mud and driving it out into 
the river to be curried away. As the 
tides at Liverpool average about 25 feet 
or more, it is evident that this simple 
foim of dredgii'g- apparatus may be 
,crv effective, and as the time chosen 
for using it may be selected when the 
supply of water is greatest, it docs not 
interfere with the regular use of the 
docks. Ultimately, no doubt, t h e _ i n 
troduction of practical and economic,! 
lorms of power storage will render the 
equalization of tide power commercial- 
ly practicable, but at the present time 
this example serves to demonstrate the 
fact that solar and lunar attraction, 
as expressed by the tides, have been 
harnessed in a .small way at least.— 
Cassier's Magazine.

That Shakespeare borrowed the plot 


around which he .built his immortal 
love tragedy is not doubted-. The prob- 
ability is that he took it from another 
English writer, who had in turn ob- 
tained it from the Italian. Even when 
you reach an Italian source, the story 
can be traced backward indefinitely. 
The Century Dictionary, for instance, 
traces it to Maasuccio di Salerno, ID 


But then it is only based on a legend 


of much greater antiquity. The lover? 
once lived in the flesh. Who were they 
and where did they live? 


There is strong evidence to show tftat 


the original Eomeo and Juliet were the 
'.overs of Teruel, an ancient city in 
Spain. The legend of the lovers ol 
Teruel has existed in Spain longer than 
that of Eomeo and Jr.liet in Italy, and 
the two closely resemble one another, 
t is merely the story ol two young 
overs v, ho die rather than lue without 
ne another. 
Mr. Archer M. Huntington, a student 
f Spanish literature, has visited Teruel 
nd there seen and photographed the 
lortal remains of the two lovers. 
They died early in the thirteenth cen- 
ury and were buried in a chapel of the 
hurch of San Pedro. In 1555, during a 
enovation of the chapel, their tomb 
•was discovered. Prom that time it re- 
mained undisturbed until 1619, when 
he repairs on the chapel were termin- 
ated. Again the lovers rested in peace 
until 1708, when they were removed to 
he cloister and set up in a cupboard 
•ith a marble inscription above them: 
"Here repose the celebrated Lovers 


of Teruel, Don Juan Diego Martinez do 
Marcilla and Dona Ysabel de Segwa. 
They died in the year 1217, and in 1708 
were transferred to this church." 


"Finally," says Mr. Huntington, "iu 


1354, the people of Teruel, realizing at 
last the importance of their mummified 
lovers, had them placed upon a walnut 
stand, supported mechanically in n 
standing position and clothed in light 
gau/.e blurts! It is impossible to con- 
ceive of anything more grotesque or 
amusingly horrible. The romantic and 
passionate story ends in a showcase. 
The dusty, bony corpses raised to a hor- 
rible similitude of life, are even so ad- 
justed as to suggest an affectionate gaze 
toward each other—a gaze emanating 
fiom profound sockets above which are 
two bald and glassy heads. Marcilla.is 
the best preserved—the lady having 
been injured and having lost an eye in 
the exhumation in 1555." 


The most valuable literary version, ol 


the story of the lovers of Teruel waa 
written by Don Juan Eugenio Hart- 
zenbosch in 1837. 
It should be explained that in the 


Spanish btory the young woman mar- 
ries in. the absence of her lover. When 
lie returns they both die and her 1ms.

The Savannah bootblacks and news* 


boys, like those ol any other city, gam 
hie a\\ay their earnings, and many z' 
game is carried on in the lanes, th« 
players often becoming so interested 
that they lose all thought of the police, 
man until that worthy appears in theii 
midst and nabs a, couple of the play 
ers. White boys play the game, too, 
but negroes of all ages and sizes "shoof 
craps. There is only one other gams 
which equals craps in. fascination foi 
them, and that is policy, and, os policj 
is more liable to be interfered with bj 
the police, craps has all the advantage.

peculiarly African. It is not without 
its intricacies; the ordinary "com« 
seven, come eleven" plan of the game is 
simple enough, but there is a cratwc" 
around the pla.\ ers, and there may be a 
half a dozen, interested in the game and 
a dozen side bets.
